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Malmesbury Abbey was built early in the 12th century, (For Address Only.) 

the foundation being usually ascribed to Roger, Bishop of 
Sarum. It is a very early example of Transition-Norman 
work, sufficient of the original edifice now remaining to 
indicate that it formerly occupied a high position among 
our ecclesiastical edifices. 
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
